2. Claims 2, 17-18, and 32-34 are allowed.

Claim 32: 

The prior art of record fails to show or render obvious a torque controller 
comprising a differential having a first output, a second output, a first interface, and a 
second interface; a first transfer assembly; a second transfer assembly; a torque difference 
source; and a power source; wherein the torque difference source includes an inner rotor, 
an outer rotor, and a plurality of vanes positioned therebetween; and, the power source 
pumps hydraulic fluid between the inner and outer rotors, thereby inducing drag between 
the inner and outer rotors, as recited in the claim.
